Rosemary Hughes, who ran the pharmacy 
with her husband since they bought it in 
1967, spent much of Thursday in the store 
accepting good wishes from longtime cus 
tomers, most of whom, she said, have become

“The customers have been so nice. None of

taken last Friday, and much of the stock had 
been moved to the CVS on Main Street or 
into storage by the middle of this week. 

The store’s closing comes on the heels of 
Hughes, who

“T love to garden so I'm going to really 
enjoy being able to do that,” she said.

Closing decision 

Mrs. Hughes had hired a pharmacist so 
that she could keep the store open after her 
husbands death, but at a minimum of $20 an 
hour, operating in the black became difficult, 
she said 

Because of the drugs, the store couldn’t be 
open without a pharmacist on duty 

Another blow was the foreclosure on the 
Rarnard Building. Because of a clause in the 
contract, the last five years of the pharma 
cy’s lease was nullified by the foreclosure 
and the new lease rate she was offered was 
higher at $20 a square foot, according to Mrs 
Hughes 

A couple of different pharmacists were 
interested.in buying the business, but didn't 
want to deal with the problems with the 
lease and the building, she said 

Mrs. Hughes sat down with some local 
business owners and lawyers to discuss her 
options, and to discuss an offer by CVS, 
which she said was a “good deal.”

Later it moved to the 
west side of Main Street before 
taking up residence in its final 
location in the Barnard Building, 
according to Mrs. Hughes.

historical value. Her children 
have taken the old apothecary 
bottles, scales, various mortar 
and pestle sets and most of the 
other antiques that decorated the 
store over the years.

QUESTION: 

What is your opinion of how 
School Committee meetings are run? 
Do you have any suggestions for the 
meetings? 

Mike Frishman believes the 
School Committee runs very well the 
way it is currently set up. But, he 
sees the newly established subcom 
mittees as an improvement for mo\ 
ing School Committee business 
along more rapidly 

“The first step that has already 
been taken, that will make some 
improvements, is the introduction of 
subcommittees,” he said 

“They (the two School Committee 
members named to each subcommit 
tee) will spend entire evenings dis 
cussing single issues and will be able 
to bring more precise information 
back to the committee for focused 
discussions.” he said 

It is each committee member 
responsibility to come to meetings as 
well prepared as possible, said Mr 
Frishman 

‘T always have notes written out 
before I go to meetings so I can raise 
questions I might have on the issues 
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“T expect my colleagues to be as 
well prepared and not to be thinking 
on their feet,’ Mr. Frishman said 

Because the committee consists of 
five individuals with differing views 
that represent a diverse community, 
the committee can be expected to 
take some time discussing issues, he 
said 


Susan Poore believes the revised 
agenda format put together by Mark 
McQuillan, the new superintendent 
of schools, has helped meetings run 
more smoothly. Those changes 
include agenda items that are clearly 
marked issues for discussion and 
others marked for action, she said 

“Tt isn’t a radical change, but I do 
think it’s improved meetings 

“Tt’s streamlined the meetings and 
tightened them so the committee is 
fully aware of what is for discussion 
and what is for action,” she said. 

Ms. Poore said the open and free 
flowing discussions the committee 
has is an important feature of the 
democratic process the committee 
follows, though it can be time con 
suming. She pointed out that the 
School Committee has met more 
than twice a week, “on average” dur 
ing the past two years to discuss 
increasing concerns about decreas 
ing state and local funds 

She also believes the new subcom 


mittees will contribute to more effi 
cient School Committee meetings. 


Susan Jenkins believes the most 
recent School Committee meetings 
have not been run efficiently 

“Poo many important decisions 
have been tabled and the School 
Committee members don’t seem to 
vive Dr. MceQuillan’s recommenda 
tions enough weight,” she said 

Ms. Jenkins said she would like to 
see a time limit set for every issue 
that comes before the board and is 
designated an action item on a par 
ticular evening's agenda 

“There should be some degree of 
flexibility, of course, but the chair 
man should use his gavel more than 
he has recently,” Ms. Jenkins said 

She also suggested that the com 
mittee set aside one meeting each 
month for discussion of educational 
and curriculum matters and another 
meeting for business items 


John Wragg said the nature ol 
School Committee meetings are give 
and-take sessions. He believes this is 
an effective procedure for making 
decisions 

“Recently there is perhaps more 
discussion than decision and per 
haps more time should be spent on

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Small group of elderly 
is split on overriding

Each week Shirley Nixon, 28 
Vine St., reads the newspapers 
and sees how many teachers 
could be laid off this year. She 
also travels the roads whose pot 
holes won't be filled if by over 
ride of Proposition 2 1/2 fails at 
the April 1 Town Meeting. 

Still, Mrs. Nixon, a retired 68- 
year-old, won't vote for the over 
ride. She can’t afford it. 

“T live in a modest house, but 
yet my tax bill increased 16.7 
percent,” she said. 

“People (who support both 
overrides) are hammering ‘they 
can do this’ but | can’t afford 
that,” Mrs. Nixon said, 

She believes the elderly who 
live on fixed incomes are being 
asked to shoulder a larger por- 
tion of the tax burden in 
Andover than ever before. 

“I’m retired and I live on a 
fixed income that really isn’t 
fixed because the interest rate 
keeps decreasing and inflation 
keeps rising. Why should we 
(the elderly) be asked to subsi 
dize the funds lost from declin- 
ing values on $500,000 houses?” 
she asked 

Mrs. Nixon said as a widow 
she raised two children and sent 
them to Andover public schools 
where they got a good educa 
tion. She said the extras that 
have been incorporated into the 
publie schools since her chil 
dren attended may have to be 
dropped to fund the basics. 

“How can they (the school 
administrators) in a declining 
economy expect people to keep 
giving more? I personally can

HISTORY 


This community has supported many war efforts 


By Joan Patrakis 
Andover Historical Society 

With American flags and yellow rib 
bons decorating Main Street, Andover 
reflects the current spirit of the nation. 


It is a spirit Andover has displayed for 


more than 300 years. On the homefront 
and on the battlefield, its men and 
women gave their support and made 
their sacrifices for freedom. 


In 1675 local militia joined other 
colonists to quell Indian uprisings in 
southeastern Massachusetts. However, 
a small band of “King Philip's” army 
crossed the Merrimack River into 
Andover murdering one young man 
and kidnapping his brother. 

One hundred years later the strug- 
gle for American independence began 
in our own backyard, Two Andover 
companies of Minutemen answered the 
alarm at Lexington. Local men of all 
ages and experiences joined them. 
Townspeople gathered on Prospect Hill 


could hear the cannon and see smoke 
rise over the battlefield at Bunker Hill 
Civil War stirred up strong emo 
tions in the hearts of Andover people 
whose forefathers had fought for this 
nation’s freedom. Six hundred men 


risked their lives on the battlefields of 


the South; 13 died in the fight for Spott- 
sylvania 

In foreign wars our people accom 
plished a number of firsts. An Andover 
soldier fired the first shot against the 
enemy in the Spanish-American con 
flict. World War I volunteers with the 
famous Yankee Division were among 
the first Americans to see combat in 
France. The entry of local women into 
war was marked when 10 served as 
Army or Red Cross nurses in World 
War I. 

World War II called the greatest 
number of residents to the battle- 
grounds of Europe and the Pacific. 
Women served in all branches of the 
armed services. One, an officer, was 


awarded the Purple Heart. Male and 
female veterans of this war participat 
ed in the Korean and Vietnam conflicts 
that followed. More than 600 men and 
women went into the service in both 
those wars. Several have answered the 
call to the Persian Gulf. 

On the homefront Andover people 
have played an equally significant role 
During the recent crisis the town 
zained national attention as the home 
of the notorious Patriot missile. 
Andover played a similar role in the 
American Revolution when gunpow 
der manufactured here supplied the 
colonists with badly-needed ammuni- 
tion. 


Through their loyal support and sac- 
rifices townspeople contributed to the 
war effort. Women prepared provi 


sions and medicines for the troops of 


the Revolution and nursed the sick and 
wounded at home. Civil War women 
made clothing and bandages and 


raised money for hospital supplies. 
Similar efforts were carried out in the 
first and second world wars by local 
Red Cross volunteers. Victory gardens, 
blackouts, war bonds, food and gas 
rationing became a necessary way of 
life during those wars. 

Throughout the generations 
Andover has proudly displayed its 
patriotic spirit. Gigantic flags were 
unfurled from public buildings in the 
early days of the Civil War. Parades 
and celebrations have sent troops off to 
war and welcomed them home. Memo 
rial observances have traditionally 
honored those who gave their lives. In 
recent years memorial flags donated 
by veterans’ families are flown along 
Main Street in their honor on national 
holidays. 

As national pride and patriotic dis- 
play decorate Main Street it somehow 
seems fitting to remember that on this 
street 160 years ago the well-known 
hymn “America” was written.

Small turnout for Chamber’s candidates’ forum

The biggest story from the Andover 
Chamber of Commerce's candidate 
forum, for selectman, Tuesday morn 
ing at Old Town Hall could have been 
the poor showing by Andover business 
people 

Enzo Fossella, chamber president, 
said invitations were mailed late. But 
the fact that only 20 people attended 
the 7:30 a.m. function could indicate 
either a lack of communication among 
business people or apathy in the Cen 
tral Business District 

The Planning Board formed a sub 
committee to study the CBD last year 
ind selectmen are now debating rec 
ommendations made by that group 
But those most affected by changes 
downtown ~ the business owners 
with a few exceptions, have not been 
active in making plans 

The candidates touched on over 
rides and the future of the central busi 
ness district 

Among the 20 members of the audi 
ence Tuesday morning was state Rep 
Gary Coon (R-Andover), who was 
directed by more than one of the candi 
dates to get up to the Statehouse and 
fight for local aid. 
Overrides 

James Barenboim. incumbent 
selectman candidate, told Mr. Coon 
and the group that he would have vot 
ed against an override for either the 
town or the school before local aid cuts 
were announced by Gov. Weld last 
week, but that now he is not so sure 
how he would vote.

Susan O'Neill said she is “180 
degrees” from Ms. Holmes in her posi- 
tion on overrides. 

“I’m going to vote for the Proposi 
tion 2 1/2 overrides,” Ms. O'Neill said. 
The value of what is being gained by 
the overrides is worth it, Ms. O'Neill 
said, 

Christine Holmes said the $300,000 
override proposal for road mainte- 
nance is “more palatable” than the $1.5 
million school request, but for the sake 
of consistency and in lieu of a master 
plan, she would oppose it. 

John Doyle is against any override. 

“At this point I tend not to favor an 


override,” Larry Larsen said, but 
added that his mind was not made up 
yet, 

CBD 

Mr. Larsen agreed with the CBD 
study that a task force be formed as 
soon as possible to facilitate new busi- 
nesses in settling in Andover. He also 
called for a parking commission to be 
formed. He blasted the new $15 parking 
fines as an “insane idea.” 

Ms. O'Neill praised postal and town 
officials for bringing the post office 
back into the CBD and said keeping the 
CBD a commerce center 
should be a priority. “Most of what 'm 


wearing today was bought in 
Andover,” Ms, O'Neill told the group. 

Ms. Holmes attributed many of the 
problems in the CBD to the general 
economy. She said that while select 
men could facilitate the Chamber of 
Commerce in dealing with problems in 
the CBD, they should not attempt to 
legislate business, 

Ms. Homes praised the relocation of 
Thompson's Office Products to its new 
location and wanted to encourage more 
redevelopment downtown. She said 
town officials should do whatever 
needs to be done regarding the litiga 
tion for the old bowling alley on Park 
Street so that property can be devel 
oped. 

“I think we should bite the bullet 
and just do it,” Ms. Holmes said. 

John Doyle said the entire country 
has been doing things wrong since 
World War II and that he doesn't 
expect that to change with the new gov- 
ernor in the Statehouse, but suggested 
a general plan be made for future 
development of the town. He also 
opposed fines for parking in the CBD, 

“TI guess I'm gloom and doom, but 
I'm really a happy person,” Mr.Doyle 
said. 

Mr. Barenboim apologized for miss- 
ing the selectmen’s vote that increased 
the tax classification shift to 120 per- 
cent for businesses. He polled board 
members prior to leaving town on a 
business trip and understood that the 
shift would not be increased, he said. 

“Tl was very confident that it was 
going to remain 15 percent,” he said. 
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Voters need 
answers 


There still are some answers voters 
need before making a decision at the 
March 25 town election about the 
School Committee race. We hope 
those answers come at tonight’s 
forum, 7:30 at Memorial Hall Library, 
sponsored by the Andover League of 
Women Voters. 

During last week’s forum at West 
Elementary School, the audience 
pushed Susan Poore, School Commit 
tee incumbent, to say specifically 
where she would cut the schools bud- 
get since she is against overriding 
Proposition 2 1/2. Her answers were 
vague — she did not really answer. We 
urge Ms. Poore to give tonight's audi- 
ence specific areas in which she 
believes the budget could be cut to bal 
ance it. 

We also urge Ms. Poore to answer 
the questions that Mike Frishman, an 
incumbent in the School Committee 
race, most likely will ask of his fellow 
committee member tonight. And if he 
does not ask, we hope someone in the 
audience will. Specifically, voters 
deserve to know if Ms. Poore really 
lives in Andover. And another ques 
tion about Ms. Poore that is pertinent 
is the fact that her name is on the 
town’s delinquent property taxpayer 
list. She says that is a mistake, but she 
has not come up with evidence that 
that is the case. The number-one job of 
a public official is to support the town, 
and withholding payment of taxes is 
the opposite of support. 

We understand that Ms. Poore rep- 
resents many people who do not favor 
overriding Proposition 2 1/2. And at 
times she is a valuable member 
because she dares raise difficult ques- 
tions and she’s not afraid to go against 
the tide. But voters should beware 
that without a clear plan of budget 
cuts, Ms. Poore is making empty 
promises to voters. 

Another candidate who needs to 
come up with an answer is John 
Wragg, who also is running for School 
Committee. When he last was on the 
committee, in 1974, he resigned after 
18 months because his job took him 
out of town too often. When asked at 
last Thursday’s forum how voters can 
be certain this won't happen again, 
Mr. Wragg gave what seemed a sarcas- 
tic answer, saying voters couldn’t be 
sure and he might have to go and help 
rebuild Kuwait. Voters deserve a bet- 
ter answer than that.

Feisty forum serves its purpose

Here’s who you're facing when 
voting March 25 for two people to 
serve on the School Committee: a 
businessman who's sick of seeing 
public school graduates who can't 
read and 
write and who 
says it’s bunk 
that we need a 
larger school 
budget (John 
Wragg); an 
incumbent 
who wants to 
override 
Prop. 2 1/2 for 
the schools, 
who has got 
his sights on excellence in the 
schools, but who is being dragged 
down by budget problems (Mike 
Frishman); an incumbent who dares 
go against the tide of the rest of the 
School Committee and who says talk 
of overriding Prop. 2 1/2 is just a 
bunch of scare tactics (Susan Poore); 
and a determined woman who finds 
fault with the current School Com- 
mittee, sees the school buildings as 
“falling down,” and who has done a 
great deal of research on the schools 
(Sue Jenkins). 

I was impressed with the candi- 
dates and the level of questions asked 
at last Thursday's candidates forum, 
sponsored by the West Elementary 
School PTO. 


The audience hit Mr. Wragg and 
Ms. Poore with some difficult ques 
tions, but both remained poised. At 
one time, Ms. Poore came close to the 
edge when she said, “There are cer 
tain of my detractors trying to paint 
me as a raving maniac, which I am 
not.” 

Attorney Debra Silberstein 
pushed Mr. Wragg about the fact that 
he resigned from the Schoo] Commit- 
tee during his term in the '70s. Say 
ing the town needs a commitment 
from School Committee members, 
Ms. Silberstein asked, “How do I 
know you aren't going to get on the 
School Committee and then resign?” 

“The answer is you don’t,” Mr. 
Wragg said in his loud, forceful 
voice. “I may get a job assignment to 
go help rebuild Kuwait.” 

Both Ms. Jenkins and Mr. Wragg 
criticized the incumbents, at times 
with energy and the naivete of non- 
incumbents. Both showed they 


haven't been through the pain of 


budget cuts, teacher contract negoti- 
ations, hiring a superintendent, and 
worrying about building mainte. 
nance when School Committee mem- 
bers would like to be concentrating 
on more philosophical questions 
such as educational! direction. 

One of the best comments of the 
evening came from Sue Jenkins, 
who, | thought, summed up her edu- 
cational philosophy this way: “It’s 
not important for a child to know the 


50 states and their capitals, but they 
need to know how to get that infor 
mation.” 

Mr. Wrage’s idea of a well-educat 
ed person is someone who “the busi 
ness industry will be more receptive 
to.” A member of the audience 
accused him of being interested only 
in the basics and neglecting the arts 
Mr. Wragg said he didn’t want to 
eliminate art and musie, just cut 
back and run them “more efficient 
ly,” his goal for much of the school 
budget 

The audience, which was feisty at 
times, pushed Ms. Poore about her 
stand against an override. She talked 
about “some realignments” and 
“restructuring” beginning at the 
classroom level when asked how the 
schools can afford to keep Shaw 
sheen School open and continue the 
music and art programs without an 
override. “It’s how you spend your 
money, not how much you have,” she 
said. 

Ms. Poore added that she doesn't 
agree with Superintendent Mark 
McQuillan’s cuts in art and music. 
“That would take away teacher plan- 
ning time,” she said. 

“This system can function within 
the amount of money it has,” she 
insisted. But she never was specific 
about what she would cut to balance 
the budget without an override.

“Those are not small increases,” he 
said. “They exceed the cost of living, 
inflation.” And he claimed that in a 
five-year period, the schools have 
enjoyed a 56 percent increase — at a 
time when there was a 7 percent 
decrease in the school population. In 
the '60s, there were more than 6,000 
students, said Mr. Wragg, and today 
there are 4,700-plus. 

A man who said he was nervous, so 
he would read his question, addressed 
Ms. Poore and said people say she often 
is unprepared for School Committee 
meetings and it often “is unclear if you 


have read or understand the budget 
packages.” In addition, read the man, 
“You have missed 25 percent of the 
meetings during your tenure and you 
also unnecessarily filibuster School 
Committee business.”

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Parents seek 
committment 
on Shawsheen

About a dozen parents left Tuesday 
night’s School Committee meeting disap 
pointed the committee hadn’t made a com- 
mitment to keep the Shawsheen School 
open. 

If an override of Proposition 2 1/2 fails at 
Town Meeting April 1, the school is sched- 
uled to close unless a profitable combination 
of before- and after-school care with a 
kindergarten through grade two primary 
program can be merged in the building. 

“The Shawsheen School is a treasure of 
the town,” said Shawsheen School parent 
Larry Lewis, of 75 Stevens St. 

If the school is closed and teachers are 
separated and moved back into the four ele- 
mentary schools, Mr. Lewis believes their 
effectiveness as a team will be diminished. 

“I'm afraid teachers will emotionally 
experience this as a failure of the town to 
appreciate what has gone on at the school. 

“If Andover can't afford a Shawsheen 
School who can?” asked Mr. Lewis 

He and his wife, Karen, have a son in the 
school’s kindergarten program and a 3-year 
old daughter and a third child due in the 
spring who the Lewises hope will be able to 
attend the Shawsheen School in the future 

Prakash Joshi, another parent, praised 
the education his two children received at 
Shawsheen School. Mr. Joshi told the com 
mittee he believes the current fiscal con 
straints that force a reorganization of the 
school can also bring creative solutions 

“The proposed concept of K through 2 
integrated primary at Shawsheen is an 
example of an innovative, yet fiscalls 
responsible solution,” said Mr. Joshi

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Andover faces $571k loss in state aid 


If approved by the Legisla 
ture, the cuts would be devastat 
ing for services in Andover, 
according to Buzz Stapezynski, 
town manager. 

“It's unconscionable the 
amount of cuts | would have to 
recommend,” Mr.Stapezynski 
said Tuesday night. 

The proposed cuts in aid are 
still subject to approval by the 
State Legislature, but a vote may 
not come until late June or even 
July, according to Mr. Stapezyn 
ski. The cuts may be more or less 
in the final version 


But Mr. Stapezynski is plan 
ning to go ahead with his pro 
posed budget, as previously sub 
mitted, into Town Meeting for 
approval. The additional cuts 
will then be dealt with, if need 
be, when they are finalized 

“I’m taking the position that 
our budget that we issued on 
Jan. 18 is predicated on level 
funding in local aid,” Mr 
Stapezynski said 

Tony Torrisi, finance dire 
tor, agreed with the town manag 
er’s plan to go ahead and get the 
level funded budget approved 

‘We've invested a hell of a lot 
of time in developing a budget 


with what we thought we had,” 
Mr. Torrisi said 


Reaction 

Mr. Stapezynski, in his posi 
tion as president of the Mas 
sachusetts Municipal Associa 
tion, met with Gov. William 
Weld Tuesday to discuss the pro 
posed cuts 

“We reaffirmed our goal that 
we want level funded local aid 
for Fiscal Year 1992," Mr 
Stapezynski said after the meet 
ing. 

“There's a long way to go. I 
think the local aid numbers are 
trial balloons. I don’t think the 
trial balloons that (the governor) 
floated are going to be the final 
numbers we see on the cherry 
sheet 

“I think that these proposed 
cuts are sobering,” he said 


Snow surplus 

Asked if the $500,000 unspent 
so far in the fiscal 1991 snow bud 
get could offset the aid cuts for 
next year, Mr. Stapezynski said 
it is premature to count on that 
money as being a surplus 

“I'm sure I'll be discussing

Resolution aid cut 33 percent 

The local aid figures released last week 
are in lieu of the actual cherry sheets, the 
official state financial disbursement records, 
which will not be final until the state budget 
has been approved by the Legislature 

The net loss in aid is a combination of 
massive cuts in resolution aid, which is a 
combination of Chapter 70 and additional 


assistance funds, and increases in county 
assessments countered by additional lottery 
and highway funds. 

“Basically we're getting hit by the 33 per 
cent (reduction) in Chapter 70 and additional 
assistance,” Mr.Stapezynski said. 

The proposed changes in state aid from 
fiscal 1991 to 1992, as they would affect 
Andover, are: 

- Chapter 70 reduced $66,454. 

- Additional assistance reduced $666,227 to 
Zero. 

* Tuition of state wards reduced $11,035 to 
zero. 

* Public libraries reduced $986. 

* Regional public libraries reduced $9,674. 

- Veterans benefits reduced $11,615. 

In addition, the proposal would increase 
county assessments $5,750 for county tax and 
$182,016 for a 10 percent contribution to 
retired teachers’ pensions, a fund towns 
have not had to contribute to previously 

This net reduction of $953,757 would be 
countered by a $207,164 increase in highway 
funds, which Andover used to get but had 
been reduced to zero for the last two years, 
and a $175,448 increase in lottery funds. 

The state is supposed to pay 75 percent of 
veteran's benefits and the proposed cut, from 
$23,087 to $11,615, is an especially bother 
some type of cut, according to Tony Torrisi, 
finance director 

“We pay the money and they're supposed 
to reimburse us. To me, this looks like 
they're cutting the reimbursements by about 
50 percent,” Mr. Torrisi said.
